ANTS THAT PLANT CROPS,

Entomologists recently have bheen
making & study of certaln ants, found
in Texns and northern Mexico, which
seein to be the most remarkable in-
sects of thelr kind in existence. They
have communal farmsa, which they
plant with grain every spring, reaping
the harvest in the autumn, and storing
it away In their subterranean granar-
les. Apparently, they depend for their
subsistence almost wholly upon this
crop.

In parts of Sonora the farms of these
ants cover tracta that extend
many square miles, and practically the
only vegetation Is the seed-bearing
grass planted by the Ingects. Each
settlement is plainly Indlcated to the

In the autumn, when the grain I»
ripe, the worker ants go out Into their
tilled flelds and plck up the seeds
which have fallen, These they carry to
the “formicary,” holding them In their
Jaws, and, while the harvest is In prog-
refs, each of several straight roads
which radlate from the nest Is occu-
pled by a double column of the In-
